Midas 
had 
too 
much 
gold. 
Everything 
he 
touched b ecame gold and. of course, he could not 
cat gold. The United S tates and Canada suffer 
not fiom a gold b ut from a wheat glut. During 
the past few years, production has ex ceeded do­ 
mestic consumption plus ex ports, resulting in the 
accumulation of enormous, unsold stocks which 
' b ot h countries sock to give away or soli or do 
something ab out. It costs money to store a perish­ 
ab le commodity. 
The over-production of wheat 
has b een e n ­ 
couraged b y the paym en t of sub sidies to wheat 
farmers Such sub sidies have b ecome so valuab le 
that large size corporations have gone into the 
b usiness of growing 
w h e a t in order to get the 
'sub sidies. The sub sidies air. of course, the price 
support 
policies, which, in the instance of wheat, 
have resulted in ex cessive production. 
The difficulty b etween the United States and 
Canada is that the United States must dispose 
of its surplus wheat and so must Canada. 
And 
there is no world need for all the surplus wheat. 
I he United States therefore tends to giv e away 
what Canada wants to sell. And naturally the so- 
called b ackward countries prefer to get for noth­ 
ing w hat otherwise they would b e required to pav 
for. 
One of Canada's principal annoyances has b een 
stated b y Michael B a rk w a y in the Toronto “Fi- j 
nancial Post” : 
“When the United States gives awav surplus 
wheat, cotton, tob acco, or other commodities in 
ex change for local currencies, it also makes a 
practice of requiring the recipient country to b uy 
j 
wa tching the members of Cong ress in A Stated quantity of its further requirements from 
the United States. Canada, as a competitor of the

Future historians may div ide world

Although these are relatively safe places, such 
b ehavior does reveal an ab normal fear. 
This pho­ 
b ia. incidentally, goes under the name of kerauno- 
phob ia. 
Essentially, lightning is merely a strong elec­ 
tric current which otdinarily passes through the 
ait* from one cloud to a n other or from a cloud to 
tlie earth. 
It is sound made b y this process which j 
| causes thunder. 
One of the safest places during a thunderstorm 
is inside an automob ile or a steel b uilding. 
A 
com paratively dangerous place is in the middle of 
a field aw ay from all trees or in a wooden b oat 
in the middle of the water. 
It is considered unwise to lean against a tree 
standing b y itself. 
If nothing b et ter is availab le 
one should sit a few feet aw ay from the trunk. 
The following rules for personal safety during 
a thunderstorm have b een compiled b v the N a ­ 
tional Bureau of S tan d ard s: 
(A) Do not go out-of-doors or remain out d i n ­ 
ing thunderstorm s unless it is necessary.

inside a b uilding where it is dry, preferab ly away 
from chimneys, fireplaces, stoves and other metal 
ob jects.
